Delay to plan for 
power station 

Developers looking to build a power plant in 
Northampton have delayed their planning 
application by up to ‘several months’. 

Plans for the £160 million waste-to-energy 
plant in St James were due to be submitted 
to Northants County Council by April 29. 

But Rolton Kilbride yesterday said the plans 
will instead be put forward at a later date. 

A spokesperson for the company said: “We 
continue to gather detailed information from 
potential suppliers and industry experts so 
that a comprehensive proposal can be sub¬ 
mitted in the coming months.” 

Following the news, the chairman of St 
James Residents’ Association, Graham 
Croucher, revealed he had stepped down from 
the board of the Caring Community Energy 
Company - a community interest company set 
up to sell the heat generated from the plant to 
2,000 nearby homes. He said the decision 
was taken partly to reflect the locals’ opposi¬ 
tion to the plans.

Memorial ruine

A heartbroken family say they have 
been left ‘disgusted' after vandals 
destroyed a memorial bench to a mum 
and son at a cemetery in Northampton. 

The bench was placed at Kingsthorpe 
Cemetery in 2012 following the deaths 
of 64-year-old Derek Roy Wills, from 


cancer, and his mum Gloria Wills, aged 
84, from motor neurone disease - both 
of whom passed away in 2009. 

Two plaques had been added to the 
bench in memory of the two when it 
was installed, but just last Sunday, a 
member of the Wills family paid a visit 
to the pair’s graves at the cemetery to 
find the bench had been smashed up. 

Vandals had destroyed the memorial 


sometime in the week, leaving 
the wooden panels which make up 
the structure scattered across the 
floor. Jade Wills, aged 20, whose 
grandfather is Derek and great¬ 
grandmother is Gloria, said: “I just 
feel disgusted. It’s sickening that 
someone could destroy something 
that means so much to us.”

The power generator scheme proposed 
for St James is an interesting dilemma. 

Engineers Rolton Kilbride, headquar¬ 
tered at Higham Ferrers, have come up 
with a plan for a huge building at 
Westbridge which will produce cheap 
power for homes and businesses in 
Northampton. 

The idea is that non-recyclable waste 
will be baked rather than burnt - hence 
the developers’ insistence that it is not 
an incinerator. 

St James is a tight knit community as 
we know and if you will forgive the pun, 
it already has its fair share of bright 
sparks. 

They were always going to take some 
convincing about a scheme like this. 

The residents association is very active 
and engaged.

Initially Rolton Kilbride were aiming to 
have a planning application submitted 
by April 29. 

Now we hear that they are gathering 
more information. 

It would be easy to be Not In My Back 
Yard about this knowing no more than 
we do already. It’s going to be massive 
and industrial. 

But that part of town is in the midst of a 
huge regeneration project - a power solu¬ 
tion (if it’s done right) - is joined up 
thinking. The community benefits 
wrapped up in the scheme are a good 
idea too. 

And as for the size of it, a few years ago 
we had to decide whether or not we 
wanted to keep our lift tower - that big 
old concrete shaft to nowhere - and we 
did. We’re not scared of drama on the 
skyline.

A brave teacher has 
renamed himself ‘Mr 
Baldy’ after having his 
hair shaved off by his 
own boss in front of hun¬ 
dreds of students - all in 
the name of charity.

Silverstone, ‘my spiritual home’ 


Lawrence John catches up with 
legendary racing commentator 
Murray Walker at Silverstone 



The voice of Formula One 
and motorsport for genera¬ 
tions of television viewers 
was back at his spiritual 
home on Wednesday. 

Murray Walker was at 
Silverstone Circuit in 
Northamptonshire, a place 
which could be described as 
his second home. 

He first arrived at 
Silverstone in 1949 to 
commentate on the inaugu¬ 
ral British Grand Prix and 
continued to commentate 
on FI races until he retired 
in 2000. 

Walker was the voice of 
the fans, the sheer exuber¬ 
ance of watching the excite¬ 
ment and the battle unfold, 
he gave it his unique stamp 
which many may have tried 
to replicate but few have 
succeeded. Like the chant 
would say: ‘There’s only one 
Murray Walker’. 

Speaking about the special 
place Silverstone holds in 
his heart, Murray said: 

“This is my spiritual home. 

“I did my first broadcast 
for the BBC from here in 


1949 for the British Grand 
Prix and then a year later in 

1950 for the Royal Meeting. 

“The crowds at Silverstone 

are the biggest you will see 
at any racing circuit in the 
world. They are very knowl¬ 
edgeable and tremendously 
enthusiastic. 

“When a British driver, be 
it John Watson, James Hunt 
or Nigel Mansell are going 
to win the race, then they 
have 100,000 people 
supporting them. 

“Seeing a British driver 
win at Silverstone is 
special.” 

The 92-year-old was at 
Silverstone last Wednesday, 
as part of the media day for 
the Silverstone Classic 
which will take place from 
July 29-31. 

One of the racing mile¬ 
stones which will be cele¬ 
brated at the Silverstone 
Classic will be the 40th 
anniversary of James Hunt 
winning the FI World 
Championship in 1976. 

Murray commentated on 
the race not from the circuit 


in Suzuka but from the BBC 
headquarters in London. 

Recalling the historic day, 
Murray said: “My memory 
of the day was I had to be at 
Television Centre by 4am to 
do the commentary. 

“It was a hugely exciting 
race as James had to finish 
third or higher to win the 
World Championship. 


“Mario Andretti won the 
race but no one even 
remembers that now. 

“When watching this race 
little did I realise in 1986 he 
would be in the commen¬ 
tary box with me and we 
would work together for 13 
years until his death in 
1993. 

“It was a great surprise we 


worked so well as I was old 
enough to be his dad. 

“We had a very different 
attitude in the way we lived 
our lives. 

“He was so enjoyable to be 
with. 

“I was excitable whereas 
James was the authority - he 
had been there and done 
that at the highest level.”

Northampton Borough 
Council’s attempt to block 
the sale of a mansion belong¬ 
ing to former Northampton 
Town chairman David 
Cardoza and his wife has 
been adjourned at court. 

The hearing was due to take 
place last Thursday morning 
at the High Court in 
Birmingham but it didn’t take 
place and was instead 
adjourned until May 20 at the 
same court. 

However, it is understood 
the injunction against the 


sale of David and Christina 
Cardoza’s house in Golf Lane, 
Chapel Brampton, will 
remain until the court 
hearing. 

The local author¬ 
ity announced 
last Wednesday 
it was seeking 
the injunction to 
block the sale of 
the half-built £1 
million house, as 
it seeks to recoup 
the £10.25 million 
loaned to the Cobblers in 
2013, when Mr Cardoza was 
chairman. 

The six-bedroom property, 


which has an estimated price 
of around £1 million and 
spreads over three floors, 
currently sits unfin¬ 
ished on the second 
most expensive 
street in 

Northamptonshire 
after work halted 
on the scheme. 

The couple had 
planned to build a 
large home - in the 
name of Mrs Cardoza on 
the site - complete with a 
triple garage, indoor swim¬ 
ming pool, tennis court, 
games room, a gym and a 
cinema room.

Power station 
plans delayed

Developers looking to 
build a power plant have 
delayed the planning 
application by up to 
‘several months’. 

Plans for the £160 mil¬ 
lion waste-to-energy 
plant in St James, 
Northampton, were due 
to be submitted to North¬ 
amptonshire County 
Council by April 29. 

But Rolton Kilbride 
yesterday announced the 
application for the 
45-metre tall structure 
will instead be put on the 
table at a later date. 

A spokesperson for the 
company says the delay 
has taken place while 
they are ‘currently gath¬ 



ering detailed informa¬ 
tion and reports’. 

They go on to say that 
they will be submitting 
plans for the power plant 
- which would generate 
heat for 2,000 homes - ‘in 
the next few months’. 

They also announced 
that the heat generated 
from the plant would be 
provided to a local heat 
network for free. 

Rolton Kilbride say this 
would allow cheap heat 


to be supplied to resi¬ 
dents within St James, 
Castle Street and Far 
Cotton. 

The aforementioned 
heat network would be 
managed by a communi¬ 
ty interest company 
called The Caring 
Community Energy 
Company. 

The firm, which would 
be led by former 
Northampton South MP 
Brian Binley, would cover 
the infrastructure and 
operational costs. 

The developers say any 
profits from the sale of 
the heat would be ‘rein¬ 
vested into the 
Northampton Built 
Environment which will 
include fuel poverty 
projects’.

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Family’s fury at 
cemetery attack

A family say they have been left ‘heart¬ 
broken’ and ‘disgusted’ after vandals 
destroyed a mum and son’s memorial bench 
at a cemetery. 

The seat was placed in Kingsthorpe 
Cemetery four years ago following the deaths 
of Derek Roy Wills in April 2009 and his mum 
Gloria Wills, six months later, in October 2009. 

Derek, a son, father and grandfather, passed 
away from cancer aged 64, and his mum 
died later that year aged 84, after a 
battle with motor neurone disease. 

Two plaques had been added to the 
bench in memory of the two when it 
was installed in 2012, but last 
Sunday when a member of the Wills 
family paid a visit to the pair’s 
graves they found the bench had 
been smashed up. 

Vandals had left the wooden panels 
which make up the structure scattered 
across the floor. 

The family reported the incident to the 
police but they are now appealing to the 
public in the hope that someone with infor¬ 
mation about what happened can get in touch. 

Jade Wills, Derek’s granddaughter and the 
great-granddaughter of Gloria, told the H&P: 
“I just feel disgusted that someone could be so 
sickening to smash up a memorial bench. 

“It just shows there are some real low lives in 
the world who have nothing better to do with 
their time than to destroy something that 


means so much to our family in memory of 
people who have left us.” 

The 20-year-old, who works as a chef and 
lives in Southfields with her mum, dad, sister, 
brother and niece, said the tribute meant a lot 
to the family, and that they now hope to buy a 
new one. 

She said: “This is much more than just a 
bench to us, it kind of makes us feel closer to 
them. 

“We just hope that whoever has done this is 
caught and that it doesn’t happen to anyone 
else.” 

The vandalism comes a week after 
council workers turned a cemetery 
in Wellingborough into a ‘barren 
wasteland’ after using too much 
weed killer. 

Mourning families were left 
devastated after council- 
contracted gardeners left the 
areas surrounding the graves at 
Doddington Road Cemetery in a 
muddy mess after they killed off huge 
patches of grass as well as flowers left by 
grieving relatives. 

Pictures show scarred earth and dead 
flowers along the rows of graves in the middle 
of the cemetery, which is otherwise surround¬ 
ed by plush green grass. 

A spokeswoman for Wellingborough Council 
said: “Norse are contracted to carry out work 
at the cemetery, but they have not yet been 
able to investigate. 

“The council apologises for any distress 
caused and is actively looking at how such 
issues can be avoided in the future.”

Also each cake that is sit¬ 
ting on top of dowels, 
must be iced onto a thin 
board of the same size - 
this along with the dow¬ 
els is your structure. 

I always ice my bottom 
tier straight onto a large 
thick board (drum). I 
then place the dowels 
into the cake (within the 
parameters of the cake 


above) as follows: 

Push the dowel into the 
cake then mark it with a 
pencil where it needs to 
be cut, then remove the 
dowel, cut then push 
back into the cake and 
repeat with the other 3. 

Your final cake should 
look like this on the 
inside! 

I would 
r e c o m - 
mend leav¬ 
ing each 
layer to set 
over night 
before 
stacking 
(others 
may do it 
differently) 
then use a 
dab of royal icing in 
between layers to help 
prevent any slipping 
whilst on route to the 
venue. 

Beware of the weight! 
And I always try and find 
a trusty helper to hold 
the cake on their knee 
for the journey! 

(I used the same meth¬ 
od for this recent wed¬ 
ding cake too.)

The RSPCA Northants branch 
says it is desperately looking 
for donations from the public 
to cope with a surge of 
animals being brought into its 
care.

Artist’s impression of new school at police HQ 


A 3D visualisation of a 
new school’s temporary 
buildings on the site of 
Northants Police’s head¬ 
quarters has been 
revealed - with work set 
to start on it ‘in the 
coming months’. 

Wootton Park School, 
which is set to move 
onto the £3.2 million 
site in September 2016 
after it was sold by the 


force in March, will start 
its life on a mobile site 
teaching students in 
reception and Year 7. 

The temporary build¬ 
ings will offer its 180 
pupils - 60 in reception 
and 120 in Year 7 - 
facilities such as a sci¬ 
ence laboratory, PE 
facilities, dining facili¬ 
ties, IT suite, library and 
extensive playing fields. 


It will sit on the edge 
of the current playing 
fields at Wootton Park 
Hall, while Northants 
Police continue to oper¬ 
ate in their HQ until their 
relocation is complete - 
although an alternative 
site for a HQ has not yet 
been identified.

McLaren on sale for £10m 



If you’ve got £10,000,000-plus 
burning a hole in your pocket 
then McLaren has one of the 
rarest cars in the world for sale - a 
1998 FI. 

The McLaren FI is regarded by 
many as the car which rewrote 
the supercar rule book. 

With only 64 road car examples 
built between 1993 and 1998, the 
original McLaren FI is one of the 
rarest and most highly-regarded 
models among collectors, 
enthusiasts and petrol heads. 

McLaren Special Operations 
continues to maintain and 
manage McLaren FIs globally, 
and is offering one of last - and 
what it describes as one of the 
finest examples - of this highly- 
regarded model for sale. 

The car, McLaren FI chassis 
No.069 is in factory condition, 
and has covered fewer than 2,800 
miles since new. 

Powered by a naturally-aspirat¬ 
ed mid-mounted 6.1-litre V12 
engine producing 627bhp, it 
broke the record for fastest 
production road car with a top 
speed of 242.8 mph and, more 
than 20 years on, still holds the 
title of fastest naturally-aspirated 
production road car ever built. 

During 1998, only six examples 
of the original McLaren FI were 
completed, and chassis 069 was 
the 60th model overall to be 


hand-built at the McLaren factory 
in Woking, Surrey. 

It is finished in Carbon Black 
and complemented by subtle 
detailing throughout, including a 
stealth finish to the 17-inch 
centre-locking magnesium 
wheels. 

The central driving seat - a 
characteristic of the FI - is 
finished in black and contrasting 
red leather, with the dual passen¬ 
ger seats upholstered in 


Alcantara. The supercar is UK 
registered with all UK taxes paid 
and is being offered for sale on 
behalf of a private client exclu¬ 
sively through McLaren Special 
Operations Heritage division. 

It comes with fitted luggage, a 
complete Facom titanium light¬ 
weight tool kit and Facom tool 
box, all books and literature, 
including the correct numbered 
LM Edition of the “Driving 
Ambition” McLaren FI book and 


a limited edition McLaren FI 
owner’s watch. 

A McLaren spokesman said that 
the price of the vehicle was by 
application only but would be in 
line with the value of other FIs 
sold recently - one of which went 
for more than $13,000,000 dollars 
when sold in the United States. 

Last year actor Rowan Atkinson, 
who famously crashed an FI 
twice, sold his vehicle for around 
£8 million.

spirited. 

The car’s cockpit-style cabin is 
also better with its firm, durable 
cloth seats - comfortable for 
three across the back - a colour 
head-up display, seven-inch 
touchscreen, wireless phone 
charger and six-speaker sound 
system.

Youngsters can start driving at 10 


YOUNG 



THE Young Driver Challenge 2016 is ready to launch with the aim of finding Britain’s 
best young drivers - and the entry age this year has been lowered to just 10. The challenge 
is run by Young Driver, the UK’s provider of pre-17 driving lessons, and so this year those 
who have just hit double figures will, for the first time, be able to take part. The competition, 
which is in its third year, aims to find the best young drivers in the country - but they 
must be aged between 10 and their 17th birthday. Youngsters can enter at one of Young 
Driver’s 43 sites across England, Scotland and Wales, from now until the end of July. The 
challenge aims to encourage youngsters to consider responsible and safe driving, with top 
marks given to those who show the best levels of control and awareness. Entrants drive a 
dual-control Skoda Citigo accompanied by an instructor and are marked on their driving 
skills and manoeuvres, including parallel parking, figures of eight, turn in the road, steering, 
judgement and positioning. A second, knowledge-based test is taken via the Goodyear 
Driving Academy, an online driving simulator which evaluates a youngster’s ability to cope 
with everyday driving distractions as well as quizzing them on road safety and the Highway 
Code. The top 40 drivers will be invited to a grand final which will be held at the British 
Motor Museum at Gay don in Warwickshire on September 3. The winner of the 2015 11- 
13 age category, Callum McNeilly, now 13, of Swadlincote in Derbyshire, said: “When I 
took my first Young Driver lesson in 2014,1 was extremely excited to be in control of a car 
under road like conditions. “It may seem odd to some people that I was driving from such 
a young age, but I personally believe that it will have a huge impact on my safety and skill 
when I take to the roads at 17.” 


More mileage for Ford Transit 

A NEW 2.0-litre diesel engine is now available for the latest Ford Transit and Custom vans which Ford says 
will improve fuel consumption by 13 per cent.The new power unit is the EcoBlue, which replaces the old 
2.2-litre diesel engine and it also reduces C02 emissions. With stop-start fitted, Ford is claiming that the 
Transit and Custom can achieve 46.3mpg and 42.2mpg respectively and should save owners around £1,250 
in fuel costs over 80,000 miles of use. Scheduled maintenance costs are also reduced, with the extended 
variable service intervals of up to two years/37,000 miles offering up to an additional 6,000 miles between 
services on both Transit and Transit Custom models. The EcoBlue engine comes in three power sizes - 
105bhp, 130bhp and 170bhp - and Ford is claiming the new unit offers improved, smoother running and 
reduced noise. Other improvements to the Transit and Transit Custom vans include better steering feel, 
superior rear damper design for stability and comfort. There is also a choice of optional extras such as traffic 
sign recognition, adaptive cruise control and pedestrian detection systems.Also new to the range is a new 
stability control system which controls side wind surges. It applies brakes to one side of the vehicle to reduce 
the effect of crosswinds. 

From late 2016, customers also will be able to specify a six speed automatic transmission in place of the 
manual gearbox.

Northampton Saints captain Lee Dickson 
has some fresh competition for the scrum- 
half jersey next season after this week's 
signing of Nic Groom and he is fully pre¬ 
pared to continue to fight for his place. 

Groom will join for the 2016/17 season 
from South African Super Rugby franchise 
the Stormers and it appears he will be 
replacing Kahn Fotuali’i, whose contract at 
Franklin’s Gardens expires this summer. 

It has been a keen battle for the No. 9 jer¬ 
sey at the Saints for the last three seasons 
between the Samoan and Dickson, who has 
enjoyed his first season as skipper despite 
Saints being unable to reach the play-offs 
this campaign. 

The competition has only been made 
greater since the arrival last summer of 
Tom Kessell, who has been a reliable per¬ 
former when he has been called upon. 

Dickson said: “Fve watched him [Groom] 
a few times, just from watching Super 
Rugby because I quite enjoy watching it. 

“He’s a lively player and again it’s some¬ 
one coming in, like Kahn, and I like chal¬ 
lenges. 

“I want to play, I want to be number one, 
he’ll want to be number one, we’ll have a 
good battle and I’ll make sure I’ll do every¬ 
thing in my powers because I still have big 
ambitions at this club and England. 

“Hopefully he’ll bring the best out of me 
and I’ll work hard and I’ll train hard as I 
always do.” 

Dickson made his first appearance in four 
weeks in last weekend’s win over Bath after 
recovering from a concussion suffered 
against Wasps. 

The injury came after the 31-year-old had 
played himself back into form after strug¬ 
gling to get himself going, but Northampton 
began to see the best of him after being left 


out in favour of Kessell in January. 

Dickson said: “You can’t think ‘I’ve got a 
repuatation and I’m going to be starting 
because we saw this year, I wasn’t playing 
the best at the start of the season. 

“Jim [Mallinder] sat me down, Kess starts, 
gives me a kick up the backside and I think 
I came out the other side playing my best 
rugby for six or seven weeks. 

“You can’t be comfortable, you can’t be 
anything like that and I’m not one to be like 
that. Everyone needs a kick up the backside 
and this season has been that a little bit for 
me and I’ve got to make sure I come back 
fighting again next year.” 

If he starts, Dickson will be leading Saints 
out in their final game of the season on 
Saturday against Gloucester at Kingsholm, 
where victory would qualify them for next 
season’s Champions Cup. 


Losing ten out of their previous 21 games 
in the Premiership is the big reason why 
Northampton, champions two years ago, 
haven’t been able to compete higher in the 
table in this campaign. 

“It’s a must-win game,” said Dickson. “We 
want to finish in the top six, we want to be 
in Europe because this club doesn’t deserve 
not to be in Europe. 

“We’ve got to make sure when we go down 
there to do a job and they’ve got a lot to play 
for - they can still get seventh and they can 
still be in Europe if Quins do the job for 
them [in the Challenge Cup final]. 

“They’re at home, so it’s going to be an 
interesting game but we’re really looking 
forward to it. Hopefully the sun will be out 
and we can play some good rugby. 

“We’ve got to go down there and make we 
come away with the win.”

Northamptonshire’s County Championship 
match against Derbyshire may have petered 
out into a tame draw, but there was one 
moment of controversy on the final day 
involving visiting captain Billy Godleman. 

It was unseemly and all rather pointless as 
they was no chance of a result by the time 
Jake Libby claimed to have caught Godleman 
at deep cover off the bowling of Steven 
Crook with the batsman on 63. 

But Godleman refused to walk and the 
umpires, after a fairly long debate, eventu¬ 
ally allowed him to continue, much to the 
irritation of Northants’ players. 

There was some poetic justice in the even¬ 
ing as Godleman fell six runs short of his 
century by treading on his stumps in back¬ 
ing away from Libby’s delivery. 

Northants head coach David Ripley said: “I 
thought it was out. I think if you’re caught on 


the boundary 80 yards away it’s a difficult 
precedent to set and it looked a clean catch 
to me. The days of batsmen walking off are 
long gone - that’s a different era so there’s 
probably not a strong argument to say he 
should have just walked off. 

“But it just took so long, that’s the issue. It 
just became a big debate and the umpires 
perhaps just needed to nip it in the bud early 
and give him out, which is what I personally 
would have done. 

“If they say ‘not out’ we’d have been able to 
get on with the game a lot quicker than we 
did, so it was a bit strange, I’d not seen that 
before, where it really did become a bit of a 
debate.” 

It was a match dominated on the whole by 
the batsmen as three of them made centu¬ 
ries during it after the visitors had been 
bowled out for 324 in their first innings, but 
they did conclude the game on 229-1 in their 
second. 


Libby, who isonloanfromNottinghamshire, 
was the first as he stuck a composed 102 
with Richard Levi the hosts’ other centuri¬ 
on, as the South African made 104 as part of 
Northants 470 all out. 

Derbyshire’s Chesney Hughes finished the 
match unbeaten on 109 - his third hundred 
against Northants - while the hosts’ Rory 
Kleinveldt fell three runs short of one of the 
most spectacular centuries in the county’s 
history after racing to 50 off just 20 balls. 

Ripley said: “It was a bit David Willey- 
esque. David at times has counter-attacked, 
but it was the quality of Rory’s shots - he 
didn’t just slog out, he played some lovely 
cricket shots. His innings grew and he 
looked a handful to bowl at - almost any¬ 
where you bowled at he could hit it. 

“It was great to sit and watch and Richard 
played a real good foil for him at the other 
end and it was a top partnership that helped 
us get control of the game.”

You know it’s a good day at 
Northampton Town when Tina 
Turner’s Simply the Best is 
played and Saturday’s match v 
Luton Town was no exception. 

The song was blasted out at full 
time, just as it had at Wembley for 
Northampton’s play-off win in 
‘97 and this time, there is no 
argument that the Cobblers are 
the best team in League Two. 

Northampton finished the 
season in the same imposing 
style that has characterised their 
home campaign and demoral¬ 
ised a Hatters team playing for 
pride after a difficult year. 

The Cobblers’ outstanding 
undefeated streak, 23 games and 
counting, has come from a 
combination of close control 
technique, counter-attacking 
guile and a never-ending work 
ethic that has made Town a joy to 
watch in 2015-16. 

Saturday’s grudge match v 
Luton was a pilgrimage for many 
Cobblers fans, returning after the 
Cardoza years with new chair¬ 
man Kelvin Thomas making the 
club an attractive proposition in 
the town once more. 

Pleasingly, it was Zander 
Diamond, the workhorse Scottish 
centre-back and John Marquis, 
the never-say-die Millwall 
schooled forward who scored for 
Town in the 2-0 win. 

These are the sort of players, 
with a play-for-the-shirt willing¬ 
ness, that the Shoe Army love and

Yet, Ricky Holmes lit up the 
pitch once more, carrying the 
ball with a nonchalance remark¬ 
able for League Two football. 

Luton couldn’t get near him, as 
they couldn’t most of the 
Northampton players with the 
home fans breaking into chants 
of ‘ole’ as Town bossed the ball 
with a possession phase of so 
many passes I lost count. 

It was the reverse fixture at 
Luton, where Holmes scored a 
screamer, that Northampton 
announced themselves as title 
contenders, despite off-field trou¬ 
bles, and it was against Luton 
that they sealed the deal. 


There is a togetherness at the 
Cobblers that hasn’t been felt 
since the Ian Atkins days. A feel¬ 
ing that Town can take on any 
opponents, however mighty. 

With the spring sunshine shin¬ 
ing on a now populated East 
Stand, there was time for reflec¬ 
tion over a testing season for the 
fans. This is their victory as much 
as the players. 

And as the final whistle went, 
the trophy podium was con¬ 
structed and Luton’s nonplussed 
away support drifted out, it was 
up to Northampton’s last title 
winning manager Graham Carr 
to walk out with the silverware. 

The trophy was hoisted by 
captain and top striker Marc 
Richards while there were huge 


cheers for Player of the Season 
John-Joe O’Toole and that man 
Holmes, the nearest thing the 
Cobblers have to a superstar.

Champions, 1996/97 Third 
Division Play-Off Winners.

Diamond’s ‘remarkable’ 
journey from threat of 
non-league to title win 


ZANDER Diamond reflected on a ‘remarkable’ jour¬ 
ney at the Cobblers that saw him arrive in a des¬ 
perate attempt to halt a slide into non-league and 
two years later lift the League Two trophy. 

Diamond and loan striker John Marquis are the 
sole survivors of a line-up on the final day of the 
2013/14 season that saw Town beat Oxford United 
to secure their football league status. 

The Scottish centre-half then made his move to 
Sixfields permanent that summer, and his faith in 
signing for boss Chris Wilder has been repaid this 
year as Town have romped to the title. 

He said: “For me personally it’s just been an 
incredible journey. I came into the club on loan to 
try and stop them going into non-league, and just 
two years later I’m lifting the championship trophy. 
It’s why I came here and signed for the manager, 
it’s just remarkable.” 

For Diamond it’s an undoubted career highlight, 
even though his spell in Scottish football saw him 
play in European competition against Bayern 
Munich at their iconic home stadium. 

“It’s a special group of players and a special 
club,” he said. “Moments don’t come around like 
this too often so you have to enjoy them. 

“I’ve played in the UEFA Cup in the last 32 at the 
Allianz Arena as a young lad, but to win a cup over 
a season is fantastic. 

“It’s the first title in my career even though I’m 31 
now. To win a league over 46 games is special.” 

Diamond has been one of several standout players 
this term. He’s seen off plenty of competition for a 
starting berth and has helped nurture young Rod 
McDonald in the heart of the defence. 

Tall and commanding, it’s been Diamond’s most 
impressive campaign at the club. And he sealed 
things off on Saturday by getting his first league 
goal of the season in the 2-0 win over Luton Town 
in front of a record crowd at Sixfields - a game 
after which they finally lifted the cup. 

And it capped off what has been a dream 12 
months for the fans’ favourite - ending it by lifting 
the first league trophy for Town since 1987. 

“I don’t think words can describe it. To score and 
get the party started was great as well. 

“To go 23 games unbeaten is remarkable and 
there won’t be too many teams who do that. 

“It’s been a great year. I got married last summer 
and to top it off with a league medal is great. The 
wife might take a wee bit of credit for that!”

Northampton Saints are looking for one 
more big push against Gloucester on 
Saturday, but winger George North has 
admitted their inconsistency this season is 
the reason they’re competing for the top six 
rather than the top four.
